Wakeley Lake Census 
Shows Great Fishing

Stories of excellent fishing in Wakeley 
Lake which have circulated over the years 
have been born out this year when a week- 
long creel census was taken by the Institute 
for Fisheries Research. 

The lake is now managed by the U.S. 
Forest Service and was closed to all fishing 
for a year while it was studied and a 
management plan worked out. The new 
regulations for the Jake include .catch and 


release for all fish. It is also required that — 


anglers walk in the few hundred yards from 
M-72 whether or not they have a boat. 

When the lake opened on June 15 fisher- 
men were checked when they caught a fish 


so that it could be measured and species ~ 


determined. The anglers were also asked a 
series of questions about the regulations. 


During the week there were 446 bass 
caught by 177 anglers who fished a total of 
710 hours. The bass ranged from five inches 
to 20 inches with the average being about 14 
inches. Ninety-one percent of the fish were 
over 12 inches. 

Pike were also found to be in plentiful 
supply as 499 of them from eight to 28 inches 
were caught during the six days that the 
census was taken. The average size of the 
pike was 20 inches with 57 percent over 20 
inches. Panfish appeared not to be as large 
as was predicted since they averaged only 
four inches and 55 percent of the 489 of them 


caught were only six inches long. 

Some local anglers who had the oppor- 
tunity in the past to fish Wakeley Lake do 
not believe that the survey conducted at this 
time of the year truly reflected the panfish 
size. They say that their experience indi- 
cates a much better size than those found 
during the June census. 

The questionnaire asked anglers how they 
felt about fishing conditions on the lake. 
Fifty one percent thought it was excellent 


"while 34 percent said it was good. Only four 


percent thought it was poor and 11 percent 
indicated that it was satisfactory. 
The fishing regulations were approved by 


8&4 percent of the fishermen. Others had sug-, 


gestions for modification including the right 
to keep one trophy fish. Some of those ques- 
tioned did not like the idea of walking to the 
lake but the majority favored the regula- 
tion. : 

When asked whether the catch and re- 
lease should be applied to other lakes 89 per- 
cent thought so for bass, 75 percent for pike 
but only 57 percent favored it for trout. 

Department of Natural Resources fish- 
eries personnel have also done some re- 
search on the lake prior to its change of 
ownership from private to federal. Scale 
samples and other information about fish 
taken in the past tended to confirm the sizes. 
A DNR team that shocked the lake prior to 
its opening for fishing found some fish even 
larger than the catches revealed. 


County Fair Board 
Receives Land — Again

Crawford County and the county Fair 
Board can breathe easier now because the 
Department of Natural Resources has en- 
tered into an agreement with the military 
removing the 59.38 acres of fair property 
from their lease. 


The problem began recently when Fair 
Board members found a military encamp- 
ment on their property. One unit left the 
land once the ownership was brought to 
their attention but apparently a second 
group tented there later and were a bit more 
testy about leaving. 


The military personnel were not to blame 
for the problem, however, because their 
contention that the land was leased to them 
was correct. At least it was correct on paper 
but was not the intent of the DNR. When 
they leased 42,473 acres to the military in 
1984 a posting error accidentally included 
the fair property. 

Two years later the DNR issued a Public 
Use Deed to Crawford County for the same 
land as a county fairground. 

Last week the DNR representatives met 
with the Department of Military Affairs and 
signed papers making the land officially a 
county fairground,

County Considers 1st 
Response Unit To 
Cover South Branch

Ambulance service to South Branch 

Township residents has been terminated by 
Roscommon County due to a conflict with 
Crawford County officials about non-collect- 
ed fees of $1808. 
‘ Roscommon County officials notified 
South Branch Township that there would no 
longer be service which means that another 
plan to cover their residents must be worked 
out with Crawford County Ambulance 
Director Tony Doremire. 


Doremire explained that one plan would 
call for an early responder unit to give aid 
until an ambulance could arrive from Gray- 
ling. He said that he will meet with South 
Branch officials on July 14 to explore the 
possibilities. 

The problem about the non-collected fees 
came about when Roscommon County at- 
tempted to bill Crawford County for money 


that was unpaid for their South Branch runs. 
Crawford County commissioners said that 
most of the money was the difference be- 


_ tween what the ambulance charge was and 


what the medicaid and medicare would pay. 

Doremire said that there never was a 
written contract between the two counties 
agreeing to any billing between the two. He 
also pointed out that the local ambulance 
service has always transported Roscommon 
County paitents to other hospitals without 
charge to that county. It was always under- 
stood, he said, that the two charges would 
balance out. He noted that the transporting 
charge was over $5,000. 

Commissioners refused to pay the bill for 
the Roscommon charges and the cancella- 
tion of service has resulted. In the mean- 
time the Crawford County ambulance will 
make the 20-mile runs but Doremire hopes 
that an intermediate step can be worked out 
to get patients more immediate care, 


- Gil Company Cleans 
Fletcher Line Spill

The oil line rupture along Fletcher Rd. 
which was reported about 1 a.m. June 23 
was repaired and the road reopened for 
travel about 10 p.m. on the same day. 

According to Crawford County Road Com- 
mission Engineer John Keir, the Union 76 
Company local office who owns the pipeline 
was immediately contacted by his office af- 
ter the initial sheriff report. Road Com- 
mission personnel immediately went to the 
scene and placed temporary signs closing 
the road after the initial alert about the leak. 

Keir said that when employees went to the 
scene the next morning, Union 76 employees 


were already on the scene, loading the con- 
taminated soil and locating the leaks. He 
complimented the company for its prompt- 
ness and the fact that they have always been 
very cooperative when called upon for a ser- 
vice. 

The county will have-no costs for the leak 
and the subsequent repair of the road, Keir 
said. The Union 76 Company refilled and 
packed the road with gravel, he noted. ‘‘All 
we had to do was place a smail patch where 
the road had been compacted," he said. The 
company will be billed for the labor of 
placing the signs and for the patch, he com- 
mented. 


Mobilization Plans Handle 
£6,000 Without Jam-up 


(Editor’s Note: This is the third in a four- 
part series on mobilization for war and what 
will happen in the event of a potential con- 
flict on the national, international and local 
scene. 

The articles are written with the assis- 
tance of Lt. Col. Douglas Cardis, Camp 
Grayling Mobilization Planner, and is part 
of a continuing effort to keep the people of 
the local area informed about what is going 
on at the camp.) 

MOBILIZATION, . 
WHAT HAPPENS AT CAMP GRAYLING . 

To continue the fictitious scenario of an 
attack on U.S. forces in Europe, a mobiliza- 
tion order from the president, congress and 
through the chain of command would acti- 
vate personnel at Camp Grayling to prepare 


for receiving troops. 

According to the camp’s mobilization 
plan, it will expand installation activities 
and facilities to mobilize, train, and support 
units required to to expand the active army 
to meet war or emergency requirements. A 
sentence that may sound simple enough but 
in reality, it begins an amazing series of 
events that are not a familiar picture even 
in an area where military activity is com- 
monplace. 

The first startling activity is the arrival of 
some 60 units at the front gate of the camp 
representing as many as 26,000 personnel. 
Without preplanning they might well arrive 
as a mob scene but included in the prepara- 
tion is a schedule for the arrival of each unit

Wedding Gowns Need 
Care After Ceremony

Many brides want to pre- 
serve their wedding dresses 
as keepsakes or perhaps for 
their daugthers to wear on 
their special days. 

Most experts agree that a 
wedding dress should be ex- 
pertly cleaned before they 
are stored. 

It’s true that the dress was 


‘ worn, only for a short time, 


but it may bear invisible 
stains from food, beverages, 
body oil or perspiration. 
These will appear later as 
permanent yellow or brown 
Stains if they are not proper- 
ly removed. On a long gown, 
the hemline is most likely 
soiled. 

Point out any spills or 
stains to the dry cleaner. If 
you will be gone on an ex- 


tended honeymoon, ask your . 


mother or maid of honor to 
take the dress to the cleaner 
for you. 

Some dry cleaners will 
pack the gown in a special 
storage box, which makes it 


very convenient to store. Of-

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ten the gown will be wrapped 
in acid-free tissue. Unfor- 
tunately, no process or 
storage method yet known 
can guarantee against the 
possible yellowing or deter- 
ioration of textile fibers with 
age. . 

When you take your gown 
home, store it in a cool, dry 
place. Don’t store it in a 
basement or attic. Attic heat 
could cause yellowing, while 
dampness in a basement 
could promote the growth of 
mildew. 

If you are storing a long 
gown on a hanger, sew 
straps a little shorter than 
the dress bodice to the waist- 


‘line of the dress. They will 


carry the weight of the skirt 
and will relieve pressure on 
the shoulders. 

Use a padded hangar, not 
a wire or foam-covered one. 
Wrap the dress in a pro- 
tective white sheet or muslin 
covering. Do not use a plas- 
tic bag — plastic can trap 
heat and moisture. 

If the gown has sponge 
shoulder pads, remove them 
before storage. Some pad- 
ding material deteriorates 
and yellows with age and 
could stain the dress. 

Whether you store in a box 
or on a hanger, stuff the 
sleeves with crumpled tissue 
to prevent wrinkling.

So that the reception i is orderly. 

How can a jam-up at the camp be avoided 
when traffic can delay: arrivals or early 
arrivals can conflict with other units? Ac- 
cording to Lt. Col. Douglas Cardis, Camp 
Grayling Mobilization Planner, the area has 
been scouted and sites in northern Michigan 
pinpointed where troops can be ordered to 
turn off and stand by. Examples might be 
airports or state parks where units could 
pull off and await a proper turn at going 
through the camp gate. 

That camp gate would be a secure one ac- 
cording to the plan where unauthorized per- 
sons will not be able to enter, unlike the easy 
access that is commonplace now. This 
security action will take place because of 
the declared emergency, according to an 
elaborate Intelligence and Security plan in- 
cluded in the voluminous (two-inch thick) 
plan for Camp Grayling mobilization is a 
elaborate Intelligence and Security plan. 


To visualize the massive task presented to 
the camp personnel one might reflect on ex- 
perience of World War II where a reception 
center handled thousands of aspects of pre- 
paring persons for war. In the Camp Gray- 
ling plan there are segments dealing with 
receiving, training, housing and preparing 
for deployment. That perhaps over simpli- 
fies the magnitude of the job. For instance, 
the post commander under mobilization has 
the responsibility to correct situations 
where shortages exist. Redistribution must 
be made of equipment based upon the 
priority of the unit for deploying to the front 
line. 


Another example might be the necessary 
expansion of the health care facility where 
during periods of peace the camp had a pro- 
gram not nearly as detailed. The expansion 
must include medical examinations, im- 
munizations, optometry and other services. 
The 362nd Medical Detachment from Can- 
ton, Ohio is scheduled under the plan to es- 
tablish the Camp Grayling Troop Medical 
Center. 


If mobilization ever occurs, Camp Gray- 
ling could become by far the largest em- 
ployer in the area. Under the section dealing 
with logistics, a civilian personnel office 
cadre will be formed to carry out the 
mission of acquiring and servicing a civilian 
workforce of 650 persons. 

At one time the movement of personnel to 
the camp would imply that a long period of 
training would be involved before the de- 
ployment to the emergency scene. Recent 
peacetime training programs involve con- 


centrated field work so that the units are | 
more combat ready than ever before. The 
National Guard Bureau has revealed that its . 
time line for arrival at the front lines has 
been cut to 40 days. Prior to the cut, thetime . 
schedule called for 60 day arrival and of that 
time 14 could be spent in training. Now the 
time alloted will be seven days. Obviously 
the difference in training time must be | 
made up before the national emergency be- 
comes a reality. 

Other segments of the plan may not be im- | 
mediately obvious until they are pointed out - 
but the accumulation of personnel on a war- 
time basis at a central location involves . 
most aspects of city operation. A Provost | 
Marshall operates a strong military police | 
department. Chaplains must be deeply in- 
volved in the religious practice of the guard . 
persons. 


Even the weather will take on added im- 
portance when the camp is under a mobili- 


zation operation. The plans calli for a unit 


from Wurtsmith Airforce Base to supply 
that information until they are deployed and 
then a detachment of weather service per- 
sons will be assigned to the camp. Daily 
weather briefings will be conducted. 
Another aspect of the full mobilization 
which can be easily overlooked by casual 
observers is that dealing with family assis- 
tance. A Family Assistance Center will pro- 
vide a full range of services to soldier’s fam- 
ilies. Those services would include informa- 
tion and referral, relocation, financial assis- 
tance, counseling, child care and other ser- 
vices. They would be scheduled to be avail- 
able 24 hours per day. 


Once the personnel are declared battle 
ready, another task for the logistics Section 
of the Internal Support Unit at the camp. will 
be to marshal the necessary vehicles and 
equipment to load or move units to their de- 
ployment destinations. The deployment will 
be the subject of the final segment of the 
series on mobilization. 

It is important to point out here that Camp 
Grayling’s role in a full mobilization situa- 
tion will not be more of the same operation 
as the typical summer encampments. We 
have hardly touched the surface here in the 
changed role and intensified program that 
will occur. If this portion of the series does 
nothing more than provide an awareness of 
the intricate plans that have been made it 
will have accomplished its purpose. If it also 


-helps to create an understanding of the mil- 


itary readiness for emergency situations it 
will be worthwhile.

The Death of Northern Michigan 


I was eight years old when I took my first 
trip North. I lived in Mid-western Michigan, 
Greenville, and the thought of going into the 
North woods kept me awake for weeks. I 


imagined every story about Paul Bunyan 
coming true, that there really were huge 
logging wheels Babe used to haul through 
the swamps and that there really was a win- 
ter of ‘‘Blue Snow’’. I thought of the Straits 
of Mackinac as almost impenetrable, and of 
the U.P. as quite possibly one of the last wild 
places on earth. 


We sat for hours that summer I was eight, 
waiting for the ferry to take us across to St. 
Ignace. We waited in long lines of cars for a 
first look at Superior, Tahquamenon, the 
lost mines of the Keewenaw. And what I 
remember most: of that first trip is the tre- 
mendous feeling of exactly what ‘‘wild”’ or 
at least ‘Michigan Wild” meant to a boy in 
the 50’s. It meant cabins without electricity 
and waking up even in July with a cold frost 
on the windows, and it meant rising early to 
stoke a fire, then sitting with my father to 


watch it dance behind the isinglass of a 
wood stove, and it meant dreaming of the 
map of Michigan, its whole northern half 
and the U.P. all green, the swamps and 
backcountry still open. 


North used to mean wild to me. Wild in the 
sense that the land would not give way. 
North meant that you could drive to a spot 
on the lakeshore and watch the sunset, 
usually by yourself, or that you could walk 
miles and miles of open beach. Or North 
simply meant unspoiled, only a couple of 
tourist cabins every few miles, spots on the 
map where you could run your fingers over 
acres and acres of pure green on the map, 
no roads, only two tracks petering out into 
swamp and brush, 


But the North that seemed so wild to me 
thirty years ago, finally began to lose. It fell 
prey to numbers like I-75 and 131. It fell into 


the hands of realtors, developers, city peo- 
ple who wanted to leave the city behind, 
men who wanted to hawk the elixir of the 


-, North. Northern Lower Michigan became a 
‘playground for the wealthy. When they 


moved in with money the land went down, 
fell under the bulldozers. People started 


looking at land with permanent subdivisions 
in their heads. They scraped and cut, built 


Adult Housing Communities, resort com- 


plexes, and marinas. Old orchards and roll- 
ing hills were cleared, then the signs went 
up: ‘Rolling Brook Manor” “Vista View’’- 
and the hills and brooks disappeared. 


Now, in the Northern Lower Peninsula, 


when you drive in from the bluffs above 
towns like Traverse City you notice that a 
barricade of steel and concrete, glass and 
redwood is forming between the beaches 
and the roads. These are the fences of the 
rich, the parking lots of the marinas. And 


what you have left are small pockets of 


resistance fighting for “Open Spaces” as if 
the whole idea of open space were somehow 


subversive, that we will somehow be content 
with a limited view of the water which 
trickles in through the plate glass high rises. 


Lately, I have dreams of moving to where 
North really exists, beyond the U.P., which 
still has remnants of true north, up through 
the long green miles of empty space toward 
the Canadian North. Imagine holing in way 
up there. Your head clear in northern air 
and instead of the lights from the resorts 
you could feel the Aurora Borealis crackling 
through your bones. 


Imagine further if you could change 
things.

My fellow Guardspersons: 

An inordinate amount of my time and the 
time of my staff, both in Lansing and in 
Grayling, has been spent over the past cou- 
ple of years on community and environmen- 
tal complaints because of the training activ- 
ities of the Guard and also our guest Guards- 
persons from other states by the Grayling 
citizens and persons from the surrounding 
communities. 

We have been literally bombarded by com- 
plaints in the media with allegations about 
misconduct by our soldiers as well as with 
accounts of our many transgressions against 
the peaceful and quiet environment of the 
north country. 


While 1 personally believe that many of the 


allegations are exaggerated, there is un- 
doubtedly much merit to many of them. 

We enjoy perhaps one of the greatest 
training sites in the entire free world at Camp 
Grayling, but unless every soldier, NCO and 
officer that trains there does a little soul 
searching, there might well be a time when 
we have very limited flexibility in meeting our 
‘*Total Force’? mission and readiness re- 
quirements at this facility. - . 

I, along with my staff, have had several 
meetings in-the past few weeks with local 
citizens as well as with leaders in the com- 
munity in an effort to further dialogue and 
communication between a concerned citi- 
zenry and the military forces that train’there. 
I believe that we have made positive progress, 
in addressing some of their concerns and the 
perceptions and misperceptions that abound 
with regard to our conduct. 

The military is not perfect — our soldiers 
are not perfect, nor are our civilian friends 
in the surrounding communities. We, how- 
ever, do have an opportunity to correct some 
of our transgressions if we make a concerted 
effort to minimize our impact and presence 
on the many local and retired people that 


make their homes there as well as to improve, 
not destroy, the environment. 

By and large, the majority of individuals 
living in the area surrounding our 146,000 
plus acres are very supportive of the National 
Guard and its increasing missions to support 
our nation’s defense. I have explained to 
them the role of the National Guard in the 
‘Total Force’’ structure and of the absolute 
necessity of maximizing our training to pro- 
tect our loved ones and deter our enemies 
from attempting to subjugate our great na- 


tion to their philosophy and way of life. They _ 


appreciate both the economic contribution 
as well as the hard work, dedication and 
devotion to both flag and country that our 
members make with great sacrifice day in 
and day out to preserve our freedoms. Only 
a few vocal and misguided individuals will 
argue this fact. 


Unfortunately, there are a few military — 


personnel that have a total change in per- 
sonality when they don their uniforms and 
military equipment. 

Some individuals who would not in their 
own neighborhoods or local towns make 
fools of themselves by indulging in alcohol 
feel that they can do this in the Grayling 
community. 

Some individuals who would abhor hav- 
ing their wives, daughters or girlfriends be 
subjected to ‘‘cat calls,’’ obscene gestures 
and remarks seem to think that this type of 
conduct is permissible when directed toward 
the Grayling female citizenry during annual 
training periods. 

Some individuals who have no problem 
working eight or nine days straight with their 
civilian employer during busy work periods, 
seem to think that when they are required to 
do this as part of their military training this 
somehow gives them the right to get carried 
away when the intensive field training ends. 

Some of our individuals who would not 


dren or at their own personal cottages and 
cabins seem to think that there is nothing 
wrong with trashing the environment when 
it is connected with a military exercise. 

Some of our individuals who would nor- 
mally be decent and upstanding citizens when 
they stay overnight in a motel or hotel seem 
to think that when this occurs during a mili- 
tary training period it is alright to have wild 
and loud parties, pornographic movies and 
other improper activities as the uniform ex- 
cuses these types of activities. 

Some of our personnel seem to feel that 
their uniform and mission authorizes them 
to use military” equipment to knock down 
trees, run down the streams, drive across and 
through private property, park in the mid- 
die of state and local highways and roads and 
ignore all reasonable civilized behavior. 

Some of our less mature pilots and crew 
members seem to think that it is perfectly 
alright to use expensive military aircraft, 


both fixed and rotary wing, to fly low over 


the cottages and lakes, circle the beaches, 
sunbathers and sailboats and make a general 
nuisance of themselves as well as endanger- 
ing their own lives and very costly military 
equipment. 

Perhaps the most readily offensive and ob- 
servable outrage is the sight of soldiers retiev* 
ing themselves publicly instead of utilizing 
available facilities for this purpose. It is a 
deliberate and contemptible affront to the 
citizens of our host communities to have to 
tolerate public urinating by our members. 
They resent it and rightly so. 

Our behavior must improve and must be 
beyond reproach. We represent the State of 
Michigan and the United States military. Our 
uniform should be a proud symbol of ser- 
vice, dedication, sacrifice and common sense 
behavior. The military must set high stan- 
dards and demonstrate the civilized behavior 
that is the basis of our Constitution and our 
freedoms.

Qur rivers, our streams, our natural for- 
ests, our wildlife, our animals and birds, to

_ freedom, must be protected and safe- 
guarded.

If we 
in the military cannot do these things, then 
how can we expect to protect the freedoms 
that this great nation has protected by the 
loss of lives of over a million of our military 
personnel in the short 200 plus years of our 
history. . 


Leaders at every level must get involved: 


to resolve and prevent those types of prob- 
lems that I have listed'above. Soldiers leav- 
ing the contonement area after days of hard 
intensive training must be reminded and con- 
tinually reinforced with guidance and coun- 
seling that we must be good neighbors and 


we must treat our civilian friends near the | 


training site as we personall} would like to 
be treated. 

Our citizenry will no longer tolerate un- 
thinking and irresponsible conduct by mis- 
guided military personnel, whether they be 
in the National Guard, Reserves or active 
forces. There is an outcry across the coun- 
try and we are not alone in having opposi- 
tion to our training activities. 

We must also remember that wherever we 
train, within this nation or outside our state 
or country, we still have to be civilized and 
act in a humane and decent manner. Camp 
Grayling is no different. 


I, therefore, implore that every soldier — 


who trains at Camp-Grayling consider the 
grave consequences of our failure to respect 
the rights of our fellow citizens and of our 
environment. The consequences of not do- 
ing so are not worth the price that our great 
nation would have to pay to preserve our 
freedoms.

Policing the Military — 
Who Should Pay for it?

This is a matter of spending local property 
tax dollars to police the camp and environs 
for law violations by military personnel. It 
is also a matter of depriving the citizens of 
police protection while the deputies are 
covering problems at the camp. 

Apparently when the issue has been dis- 
cussed with military officials prior to this 
time, an excuse has been that there is no 
item in the budget to cover that expense. 
That is an excuse used by many depart- 
ments in a bureaucracy to avoid paying for 
items they cannot explain away in any other 
fashion. 

It has often been said around this area 


that if the military wants to do something: 


they can always find the money. It may not 
be that they can always find the money but 
they can certainly place a priority on a pro- 
gram so that when money becomes avail- 
able it can begin. We have often heard about 
building priorities that are put off from year 


to year until finally the money is provided. 


Let us hope that a meeting in the near 
future between the military county com- 
missioners and sheriff will see a priority 
placed on a budget item that will help to pay 
for proper police protection in the county 
including the camp.

Doodles From The Tail Timber

‘Just before the recent 
rains I was in the process of 
removing weeds from the 
bean row where some re- 
cently planted seeds were 
just poking up through the 
soil. Two leaves were just 
starting to unfold. Why two 
when some of the weeds 
seemed to show only one 
leaf. 

Flowering piants are di- 
vided into monocots and di- 
cots. Corn for example is a 
monocot meaning that only a 
single leaf sprouts from the 
kernel. On the other hand, 
beans are dicots, meaning 
that two leaves sprout from 


| the seed. Monocots have nar- 


row smooth edged leaves 
and parallel veins. Among 
the important monocots are 
corn, wheat, rice, oats, lawn 
and pasture plants as well as 
Orchids and lilies. 

There are many more di- 
cots than monocots and their 
leaves are more varied. 
Dicot leaves range from 
simple flat blades to com- 
pound leaves. The edges of 
the leaves may be smooth, 
rough, lobed or divided. 

Seeds for plants vary in 
size from the minute seed of

Commission Order setting 
this fall’s bear season is now 
out, with little change from 
last year’s regulations. 

The Zone I] bear season 
will be fromm September 18-24 
for firearms or bow and 
arrow and from October. 2-8 
for bow and arrow hunting 
only. Dogs may be used dur- 
ing the September hunt, 
only. 

Crawford, Roscommon, 
Missaukee, Kalkaska, Osco- 
da, Clare and a portion of 
Gladwin County are among 
the areas open to hunting. 

In Zone I bears may he 
hunted by firearms or bow 
and arrow, by residents, 
from September 10 - October 
31 and from November 15-30. 
They may be hunted by non- 
residents from September 


19-October 31 and from 
November 15-30. Dogs may 
be used only during the early 
September/October season. 
A bear license is required 
by everyone hunting bears 
and any bear killed must be 
presented for registration 


within 72 hours of being kill- | 


ed. 

It is unlawful to establish 
bait stations prior to August 
27 in Zone I or September 4 in 
Zone 2. No bait station shall 
be established or tended af- 
ter October 31 in Zone I or 
October 8 in Zone 2. Bait 
shall be placed on the ground 
only and must be of de- 
gradable material. No metal 
container, plastic, wood, 
glass, fabric, cloth or paper 
are to be used.

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Grayling Branch Indicates Old Kent Growth 


By Don Gelss 
A financial institution known as the Gaylord. Savings 
Bank began in 1893 and now is known as the Old Kent Bank of 
Gaylord, but the years that elapsed between the name 


changes were those of great growth. 

In Grayling the sign of that growth is the Old Kent Bank 
of Gaylord-Grayling Branch. It is a sign of growth because 
over the years the parent institution has been able through 
success to expand its market. 

According to bank President Charles Berlin, the real 
growth started when the Gaylord State Savings Bank in 1964, 
as it was known then, showed assets of about $11 million. This 
year it has assets of $117 million and so the dynamic growth 
has come in the last 23 years, he said.

industry. He commented that it seemed like a natural match 
for our bank. In 1979 the branch was established at the north 
edge of Grayling and since that time has been well received 
by the people and city and county leaders, he noted. 

Masker said that the branch has been especially strong 
in the commercial lending area. She noted that consumer 
lending has also been good and deposit growth has been very 
adequate. She observed that Crawford County is served by 
many fine financial institutions so it is a very fine competi- 
tive market which is good for the people. 

Berlin said, ‘‘Another thing that has been good for our 
bank in Crawford County is our trust department.” He said, 
“We have obtained lots of good business here in the past 
three or four years and the prospects for the future look good 
regarding trust arrangements. He explained that the trust 
department has a full time officer who works with people for 
estate planning for a family and businesses on retirement 
plans for employees. He said that many retired people have a 


successful trust company manage their assets for them. He | 


noted that many of them like to travel and the trust depart- 
ment will manage their investments so that they need not 
worry about finances. 

Masker said that the bank has an annual breakfast in the 
county where invited people hear from experts on economic 
forecasts and what estate planning is. She emphasized that 
the trust people live in the community and know what is 
going on here. ; 

Berlin added that he believes that there is an advantage 
of employees living in the community. He pointed out that for 
the Grayling Branch the people live in the Grayling area. 

As far as the growth of the local branch, Masker said that 
Old Kent does not track their branches for deposit growth.

For next year, 
the branch will have a direct terminal computer hookup so 
that a customer’s entire banking history can be called up, 
Berlin said.
